H. C. POTTER has been involved 
in the theatre as a stage and screen 
director, as well as producer, since 
1928. A graduate of Yale University, 
class of 1926, Mr. Potter later attended 
the Yale School of Drama, under Pro- 
fessor George Pierce Baker. In 1927 he 
founded The Hampton Players, one of 
the first summer theatres, and served as 
its director and co-producer until 1934. 
His first New York directorial credit was 
“Overture” by William Bolitho, produced 
in 1930. Among his earlier credits are 
“Double Door,’ “Wednesday’s Child,” 
“Post Road” and “Kind Lady.” In May, 
1934, Mr. Potter went to Hollywood for 
Samuel Goldwyn ostensibly for three 
months, and stayed twenty-five years. His 
Hollywood assignments included such 
memorable hits as “The Cowboy and the 
Lady,” with Gary Cooper; “Mr. Lucky,” 
with Cary Grant; “Shopworn Angel,” 
with Margaret Sullivan and James Stew- 
art; “The Time of Your Life,’ with James 
Cagney; “Mr. Blandings Builds His Dream 
House,” with Myrna Loy and Cary Grant; 
“Top Secret Affair,” with Susan Hayward 
and Kirk Douglas. During these years, 
Mr. Potter returned intermittently to the 
New York theatre to direct: “A Bell For 
Adano,” starring Frederic March; Max-

He took up boxing and introduced his 
fighting friends to his society of aristo- 
crats, amusing some and shocking others. 

He was deeply religious and organized 
the Drexel-Biddle Bible classes that 
stressed athletic well-being as a concomit- 
ant for spiritual understanding. 

During World War II, Colonel Biddle 
was an Officer of the Marines, gave valu- 
able training to the men in new techni- 
ques of bayonet fighting and jiu-jitsu. 
He also served in like capacity for the 
FBI, for which J. Edgar Hoover gave him 
high praise, even stating that “The F.B.1 
will mever retire Colonel Biddle.” 

His daughter, Cordelia, Drexel Biddle, is 
not only popular as a society matron, she 
is now recognized as a successful author. 
“The Happiest Millionaire’ was adapted 
for the stage by Kyle Crichton from her 
best seller, ‘“My Philadelphia Father.” As 
Mrs. Angier B. Duke, and now as Mrs. 
T. Markoe Robertson, she displays the vi- 
vacious and brilliant temperament inher- 
ited from the Colonel. His son, Anthony, 
became Ambassador to Poland, and later 
served in that capacity for the countries 
in exile. His grandson, Angier Biddle 
Duke, became the youngest ambassador 
in the history of the United States, serv- 
ing at El Salvador after five training 
years in the Foreign Service. He served 
as Chief of Protocol under President 
Kennedy and, until recently, under Pres- 
ident Johnson, Another grandson, Anthony 
Drexel Duke, a philanthropist like his 
grandfather, runs Boys Harbor, a youth 
center at East Hampton, Long Island. 

Colonel Biddle died at the age of 74 in 
1948.
